Reid, w ar­ 
den of the Michigan prison, that Ding­ 
man was wanted and that it was be- , 
lieved that he might come to Seymour, j 
where lie formerly lived.

•scriptioii was given Officer Abell, who 
learned that a man answering the de- I 
seription given was at work on the ! 
new school building. 
This afternoon 
Abell went to the building and had 
little difficulty in finding his man. 
When he approached Dingman, he ; 
told him he was wanted at the prison | 
and that he would he held here until j 
the officers arrived to return him to 
that institution. 
Dingman admitted 
that he was the man and made no at - j 
tempt to offer resistance. 
lie was! 
placed in jail and the prison warden j 
notified of his arrest. 
Dingman formerly lived in this city, 
where bis father was engaged in bus- j 
iness as a partner, 
lie was arrested 
in Bartholomew county for petty lar- I 
eeny and on April 20, was sentenced 
to the Michigan prison for a term of 
from one to fourteen years. 
He was I 
released on parole the eighth of this j 
month, but soon after he was al- j 
lowed his freedom violated the terms 
under which he was released. 
He is 
thirty-three years of age and gives 
his occupation as a moulder. 
In the 
prison he was known by the number 
of 3429. 
The prison authorities offered a re­ 
ward <d' twenty-five dollars for his 
arrest and detention, and Chief Abell 
is entitled to that money/ as the a r­ 
rest was made hv him. 
Dingman was reared in this city 
and will be remembe red by many per­ 
sons living here.

of th e United States army , th e h igh est 
military position wh ich th e service af­ 
fords. 
Nearly 12 y ears ago, wh en Leonard 
Wood was acting as governor of Santi­ 
ago. I wrote in th e Outlook about wh at 
h e h ad already ach ieved, and wh at h e 
could be trusted to ach ieve. 
During 
th e intervening 12 y ears h e h as play ed 
a very conspicuous part among th e 
men wh o h ave rendered signal service 
to th e country by th e way in wh ich 
th ey h ave enabled it to grapple with 
th e duties 
and 
responsibilities in­ 
curred by th e Spanish war. 
Wh at h as 
been accomplish ed in th e Ph ilippines, 
in Cuba, in Porto Rico, in Panama, 
and in San Domingo during th ese 12 
y ears represents a sum of ach ieve­ 
ment of wh ich th is nation h as a righ t 
to be extremely proud. 
In each locali­ 
ty th e problem h as been different, in 
each locality it h as been solved with 
signal success. 
Of course th ere h ave 
been mistakes and sh ortcomings, but 
on th e wh ole It u'ould be difficult to 
find any wh ere a finer record of suc­ 
cessful accomplish ment.

fs primarily due to th e admirable qual­ 
ity of th e men put at th e h ead of af­ 
fairs In th e different places.

Winth rop, Post and Col­ 
ton, Governor Magoon, Colonel Goeth - 
als—to th ese and th eir colleagues and 
subordinates

Th e sh are of th e army in th e h onor 
roll Is very large.

of work like th at of General Pell in 
th e Ph ilippines, of General Barry in 
Cuba, can h ardly h e overestimated; 
but, as a w’h ole, of all th e work of th e 
army officers, th e greatest In amount, 
and th e greatest in variety of ach ieve, 
roent, must be credited to General 
Wood. 
And. moreover,

times combined with singular success 
th e functions of civil administrator 
and military commandant. 
Th e part 
play ed by th e United States in Cuba 
h as been one of th e most h onorable 
ever play ed by any nation in dealing 
with a weaker power, one of th e most 
satisfactory in all respects; and to 
General Wood more th an to any oth er 


As a result of th e liberality dis­ 
play ed by cuiigress at th e recent ses 
sion, th e 
govern­ 
ment is preparing 


more or less well-meaning persons 
wh o were misled by th ese sch emers 
and adventurers; but it is astounding 
to any one acquainted with th e facts 
to realize, not merely wh at h e accom­ 
plish ed, but h ow h e succeeded in gain­

) M O RE fascinating, thrill­ 
ing study could 
be 
fol­ 
lowed than 
that of 
the 
old, 
quaint 
and 
some­ 
times harrowing 
ceremo­ 
nies of the tribes of cen­ 
tral 
and 
eastern Africa. 
For the most part, these 
are grounded In religious 
and superstitious beliefs 
and too involved a mat­ 
ter for detailed study, but 
some illuminating experiences may be 
«ntertaining. 


RE L IG IO U S B E L I E F S . 


Most of these people believe in the 
existence of a 
Supreme 
Being, who 
lives above the clouds and 
does 
not 
trouble himself about mortals whom 
he has created. 
More attention, how 
ever, is paid to their fetiches, or petty 
gods, who are thought to busy them­ 
selves with the affairs of men. 
These, 
especially the fetich of death, are ad­ 
dressed through priests (the ministers 
of fetich worship), who 
consult 
the 
image or fetich, in cases of crime or 
injury, in order to 
discover who 
is 
guilty 
of 
the 
deed. 
Crowned 
with 
leaves, and decked with tinsel, carry­ 
ing in his left hand a 
bag of 
eagles’ 
beaks and jackals’ claws, drunk with 
palm wine, the 
priest 
dances 
and 
yells, and ends presently by declaring 
the name of the offender. 
At other 
times he will pose as a physician, or 
medicine man, and make himself a 
terror to the simple folk by 
his 
as­ 
sumption 
of 
supernatural 
powers, 
which, to their credulous minds, cloak 
big cruelty and avarice. 


A S TRA N G E C EREM O N Y . 


A little chief insisted on becoming 
my blood brother and, anxious to see 
how it was done, 1 consented. 
The

named as that in which 
they 
sow 
maroo, the chief ingredient used in 
brewing native beer; another as the 
season when maroo must be cut. 
Fol­ 
lowing this 
cornea the 
“ bad-water” 
month, when the risk 
of 
fever 
is 
greatest; then elephant month, when 
they catch elephants by burning the 
grass; and the white-ant month, 
dur­ 
ing which white ants 
are 
collected, 
and considered a great delicacy; and a 
second maroo month, when a second 
crop is sown. 
The month next to this 
has no distinctive name, and is suc­ 
ceeded by the second maroo harvest 
month; the hungry, or water-month, 
whe«i provisions are scarce; the sec­ 
ond ant gathering month; a later sow­ 
ing month; and, finally, another with 
no particular title. 
This very simple 
method is a decided improvement on 
the scheme set forth in exquisite ele­ 
giacs by Ovid in his “ Fasti.” 
Nothing 
supernatural is suggested; no names 
of deities are 
introduced, but 
each 
month is directly connected with some 
current and natural event. 


RACIAL TRADITIONS. 


So far as I could gather by inquiry 
and observation, the characteristics of 
each tribe are constant, and continu­ 
ous. 
At their head in point of inter­ 
est and superiority stand the Azande, 
who, according 
to 
tradition, came 
down from the north. 
Being now set­ 
tled north of the Welle, they are grad­ 
ually pushing their way southward to 
the more fertile land across the river 
and toward the north 
bank of 
the

rite was carried out in the fo lowing 
manner: In the open air and in the 
presence of all the assembled chiefs 
and people, I was seated opposite my 
prospective brother. 
A small incision 
was 
made In 
each of 
our forearms, 
half way between the hand and elbow, 
from which a little blood oozed. 
The 
proper performance would have been 
for each of ifs to lick the blood of the 
other, but on this occasion we decided 
to dispense with that part of the rite, 
merely rubbing the cuts one against 
the ether, and thus commingling 
our 
blood. 
When this was done, the rep­ 
resentative of my “ brother” got up and 
began to beat two pieecs of metal to­ 
gether— a knife and 
a 
gun barrel, I 
think they happened to be— keeping 
up a monotonous tink, tink, tlnk, and 
talking to me as he did so. 
He recited 
a sort of commination service, some­ 
what to the following effect: “ If you 
ever make war 
on me, If 
you 
ever 
steal from me, if you ever wound me, 
etc., etc., may you die!” 
This is a 
good opportunity for him in case ho 
may want to get anything from you, 
so his incantation often contains such 
threats as, “ If you do not give me 
plenty of guns, may you d ie!” 
After 
this, a similar performance was gone 
through by my representative/ whose 
business it was to nullify 
my 
new 
brother s subtle demands. 
Finally the 
compact was sealed by an exchange 
of small presents. 
This custom is not by any means a 
local cue, but is found among nearly 
all the tribes that inhabit the districts 
of central Africa. 
Stanley submitted 
to the operation often enough to have 
reason to complain that his arm be­ 
came quite sore from the 
effects 
of 
these frequent incisions. 


W ITC H C RA F T. 


At a small Azande settlement on the 
road some of my men came to tell me | 
that the chief 
of 
the 
village 
was 
going to kill one of 
his 
men 
w ith ., 
witchcraft. 
The unfortunate fellow, a 
small and ugly specimen of his race, 
had, U appears, been guilty of an ami­ 
able indiscretion 
with 
one of 
the 
chief’s wives. 
After some conversa­ 
tion with the chief, 1 ransomed the j 
prisoner at the price of two yards of 
white cloth, on the condition that 
I 
might take him away with me. Need 
less to say, this victim of circumstar, 
ces was only too glad to fall in with 
my terms; and he remained with me 
lor some fifteen months in the capac­ 
ity of a servant, eventually returning 
to his village at his own request. 
By some of the tribesmen names are 
given to the months in keeping with 
what is done in them. 
Thus one 
is 


Congo; indeed, had not the white man 
been present to check their advance, 
it is reasonable to 
suppose 
that 
by 
this time they would have completely 
absorbed the various other tribes es­ 
tablished south of the Welle. 
They 
have no records of their 
origin and 
possess no traditional history, save a 
mere genealogy of the last seven gen­ 
erations of the ruling chief’s 
family, 
in this respect they altogether differ 
from all Aryan nations, who invaria- 
blq preserve traditions of 
race 
and 
origin. 


OCCULT D EMONSTRATIONS. 


Their method of forecasting the fu­ 
ture is distinctive; it is performed by 
a professional, and is knowm as the 
mapingo. 
A banana is peeled and bal­ 
anced horizontally 
on 
tw'o 
upright 
pegs, not an 
easy 
feat, considering 
the smoothness of Its peeled stem. On 
this are 
placed 39 
heaps of 
short 
sticks, beautifully polished and oiled, 
each heap being 
composed of 
one 
stick resting upon tvvo. 
The seer be­ 
gins to walk around these, talking to 
them and clapping 
his 
hands, until 
one of them slips away; and it is on 
the movement of 
these 
little sticks 
that he will rely for an omen. 


P E C U L I A RI TI E S OF DRESS. 


The clothing of a woman consists of 
a little square of cloth about two feet 
by eighteen inches, worn as an apron, 
and a tail made of 
coeoanut 
fibers. 
She carries a little stool wherever she 
goes, and generally enters a hut back­ 
wards. 
She wears both 
anklets 
and 
armlets, made of iron, brass, copper or 
beads. 
Her hair is plaited into a sort 
of crown or halo, and it is 
a 
good 
morning’s work to build up this struc­ 
ture in all its glory. 
The whole of their body is 
usually 
covered with designs when they are in 
full dress. 
These are painted on with 
lampblack and gardenia juice in rings, 
hoops, spots, circles, and other 
pat 
terns, according to taste and fashion. 


W I V E S 
A RE 
BOUGHT. 


These women are not good-looking 
as 
a rule 
but 
are 
well 
built 
ami 
strong; and, as they do all manual 
labor, as wrell as the house duties, a 
man buys his wife more for her physi­ 
cal 
strength 
than 
for 
her 
looks. 
Bought for hoes, spearheads, knives, 
and nieces of unwrought iron, they be­ 
come the absolute property of their 
husbands and can be gold or given 
away at wili. 
There is no divorce 
among 
the 
Mang bettou. 
A man simply takes an­ 
other wife when he is tired of the 
first. 
They all live together aud do 
not quarrel, the former wife being 


I generally consoled by the fact that 
her eldest son, if she has one, will 
take precedence of her rival’s chil­ 
dren. 
The daughters of big chiefs 
can only marry chiefs; while unmar­ 
ried, they remain in the village and 
do just as they please until some 
suitor of the required rank turns up. 


SM O KIN G AND DRINKING. 


In smoking they only take two or 
three whiffs of the pipe, inhaling the 
smoke, and coughing violently always. 
When the chief sneezes, it is custo­ 
mary for all those around him to pre 
tend to sneeze also, just as we may 
say, “ God bless you!” or an Italian, 
“ V iv a !” 
When a chief smokes, the 
whole crowd standing round him clap 
their hands in unison until he has 
finished. 


The 
chiefs 
and 
their 
Intimate 
friends are the only people who really 
drink in the country. 
They enjoy 
large bo .vis of beer made from maroj, 
light brown color, and not unpleas- 
cnt to the taste. 
The first sensation 
to the palate is one of sweetness, the 
after taste rather bitter. 
This bev­ 
erage can only be used when new, 
as in two or three days it becomes 
acid and undrinkable. 
Women 
al­ 
ways brew it, and pride themselves on 
the accomplishment. 
When a chief 
drinks, strict ceremonial is observed, 
each having his own custom. One will 
have a drum beaten from the time he 
raises the bowl to his lips until he 
puts it down again; another will have 


insignia due to the solemnity of the 
occasion, and during the wait a few 
picked warriors give a performance 
illustrating a fight. 
The chief arrives. 
He has put on, 
besides his usual dress, a number of 
small skins attached to his belt in 
front and behind— not in a row, but 
three or four in a heap on top of one 
another, with the tails hanging loose. 
Sim ilar skins adorn his arms, and a 
large girafFe’s tail is fixed behind, with 
bunches of parrots’ red tail-feathers 
at its end. 
He wears an enormous 
head-dress, and round his ankles are 
rings with bells attached. 
As soon 
as he steps into the circle a great 
shout is raised by the women present. 
He selects his dance, and as the or 
chestra strikes up he prances round 
and about this large circle, now stoop­ 
ing on one side, now upon the other, 
until he is out of breath, invariably 
ending opposite 
to 
his 
head 
wife, 
whom he salutes at the finish. He then 
refreshes himself by big draughts of 
beer, 
while 
fanned by two young 
women. 
When rested, he begins a 
new' dance, and very often between 
the figures he will make a speech. If 
he is tired, his place is often taken 
by one of his sons, and so the pro­ 
ceedings often last for five or six 
hours. 
The Mang-bettou women dur­ 
ing the dances sway their heads and 
wave their hands in perfect time, the 
chief wife leading them. 
They do not 
dance with the men, but have a dance 
of their own to close the ball. 


S TRA N G E 
RE L I G I O U S B E L I E F . 


The Mang-bettou believe vaguely in 
a supreme being, but they have no 
name for him. 
Their nearest name is 
Kilim a. 
The 
thunder 
is 
Kilinia 
speaking when 
he 
is 
angry. 
Thun­ 
derbolts 
are 
the 
stones 
he throws 
down. By a charming poetical fiction 
the rainbow is the actual embodiment 
of Kilim a. 
If you ask them to de­ 
scribe him, they will tell you he is a 
“ large animal with a curved red back.” 
A shadow is K ilinia; 
the reflection 
in water is Kilim a; anything they do 
not understand is Kilima. 
Some of 
the tribes I met have neither religion 
nor superstition, nor do they practice 
any occult or fetish 
rites. 
Others 
such as these now described, have a 
vivid belief in the unseen world, in a 
god, and in spirits of tlie departed, 
and so are higher in the scale of civ­ 
ilization 
than 
their 
more 
agnostic 
neighbors. 
- 
If any head of a family* dies, he is 
buried in the center of bis hut, in a 
hole about six feet deep, in a sitting 
position, and is covered with layers 
or earth and sticks, till the hole is 
filled right up, and the floor is beaten 
down again, so that it shows no sign 
of disturbance. 
Outside the door they will build a 
little attaro, or hut. 
This is made 


ten minutes she was asleep, and next 
morning was perfectly well. 


A GOD OF N A TU RE. 


They believe, too, in a god whom 
they call Ara, a name derived from 
Allah through the Arabs. 
They say 
he will punish them for doing wrong. 
“ W ill he punish them for murder?’’ 
I once asked. 
“ Oh no, it is Ara who 
makes a man murder.” 
“ Then how 
and for what will he punish m an?” 
“ He will punish a man for neglecting 
to make provision for himself and hi« 
fam ily.” 
“ H ow ?” 
“ B y mrking him 
suffer hunger.” 
So it seemed 
that 
their god was simply Nature, and no 
more definite explanation could I get. 


S A C RIF IC E OF C H I E F ’S W I V E S . 


When a big chief dies, a new hut 
is built away in the bush on the banks 
of a stream. 
A hole is dug in the cen­ 
ter, 
as 
described 
previously, 
into 
which he is placed, always in a sit­ 
ting posture, and covered with sticks 
and 
earth. 
Five 
women, 
selected 
from amongst his widows, are first 
strangled outside the hut. and then 
their dead bodies are laid on the sur­ 
face of the ground, with the feet to­ 
wards the central tomb. 
Then they 
all are covered over 
with 
several 
layers of bark cloth, on top of which 
are poured large cauldrons of palm 
oil. 
Another layer of cloth is added, 
and more oil poured over it. until the 
whole structure is about two 
feet 
high. 
After this it is absolute death 
for any native, except the ruling chief 
and one other man selected for the 
purpose, generally a brother, to be 
found even upon the road to the hut. 
which every week is visited by one of 
these two men. 
When the cloth and oil have retted 
away, new layers are spread there, 
till all signs except the bones are 
gone. 
The hut itself is never 
re­ 
paired, but is allowed to decay and 
fall to pieces until it eventually dis­ 
appears. 
The succeeding chief is very care­ 
ful to supply every possible want of 
his predecessor. 
If he dreams during 
the night that the spirit of the de­ 
parted has come to him and has told 
him to do this or that, a new chief 
will follow' the advice thus given. 
If 
beer is wanted he will have two or 
three jars brewed 
next 
morning, 
which he takes himself to the tomb 
and breaks them there in front of the 
hut door. 
It is a favorite trick of a 
newr chief to bid for popularity by 
working upon the 
people’s feelings 
in this way, pretending to have been 
visited by the late chief, who has 
warned him that unless his followers 
behave better, trouble will surely en­ 
sue. 
Burials usually take place'at night. 
On the death of a great chief, every­ 
thing belonging to him except tne 
cloth, which is too valuable, is broken 
into small pieces and thrown away. 
When a chief dies, his death is Im­ 
mediately ascribed to “ lucundoo,” and 
suspicion usually points to his suc­ 
cessor as its author. 
Poison is very 
frequently used by the sons of a chief

ft umu behind him whose business it 
is to attract people’s attention while 
his i .aster drinks, by uttering some 
cry, or noise, or shout; another will 
have bells rung; another used to have 
a forked stick placed on the back of 
.his 
neck 
while he swallowed 
the 
beer. 
When a man makes up his 
mind for a first-class bout, the racket 
is continuous and distracting while he 
is “ making a night of it.” 
Drums are beaten to warn the na­ 
tives of the chief's household that he 
intends to dance, and at the appoint­ 
ed hour most of his wives assemble 
in a large open space set apart for 
this purpose, the head wife seated in 
the center, and the others in order 
of precedence to right and left, thus 
forming 
an 
enormous 
semicircle. 
Each woman brings with her a round 
stool, about a foot high, cut out of a 
solid piece of wood, and on these they 
sit 
with their knees together and 
toes turned in. 
The 
orchestra 
is 
placed behind the head wife, in the 
center of the semi-circle, and is com­ 
posed of drums, horns, 
and 
native 
bells, which tre tied together oa a 
stick and shaken till they sound “ like 
sweet bells jangled out of tune.” 
The chief lu 
the 
meantime 
has 
b*»e putting on the ornaments and 


| with three sticks, painted black and 
white, with a conical thatch or g^ass. 
A similar hut is built right away in 
the bush. 
After the man is buried 
coo'ked food and oil r e left at the at­ 
taro in the forest, so that the spirit 
of this dead man shall not return to 
his house, but shall find food at his 
j other attaro. should he want it. 
This 
j custom is frequently 
found 
among 
North American Indians, aud was also 
an Egyptian practice. 
In proof that these people believe 
that the spirits of dead folk will re­ 
turn 
to their old 
habitations, 
and 
can communicate with the living, the 
following incident came under my per­ 
sonal notice: 
One evening 1 heard a tremendous 
noise outside my door. 
Running out 
to see what it was all about, I found 
a native woman in hysterics. 
She 
was lying on the ground, two women 
kneeling on each side of her, holding 
her down with grass mats, with the 
apparent intention of smothering the 
poor soul. 
I asked what they were 
doing. 
They told me that the spirit 
of her father had come back to call 
her, and that she must go to him. 
They really believed this, and were 
very much disgusted when I threw a 
bucket of cold water over her. 
In

J goes in the dusk to the neighborhood | 
1 of his victim's village. 
The only ap- 1 
pliance necessary to conjure up the j 
dread powers of darkness is a simple 
whistle made of wood, hollowed out ; 
from one end, and blown as a school­ 
boy whistles with a key. 
Provided 
with this seemingly harmless weapon, 
the sorcerer walks along each path 
leading into the victim's village, blow­ 
ing lustily on his whistle as he goes. 
This done, his vengeance is complete, 
for it is only necessary to inform his 
enemy that he has made “ lucundoo” 
round his village to keep him from 
using the bewitched paths. New roads 
must be made, and until this is done 
the victim of this magic rite will not 
dare to stir abroad.

There are plenty of ev idences that former rep 
resentativ es who hav e chosen, after hav ing once 
te e n defeated in the home district, to stay away 
from the nativ e heaih, are not altogether 
free 
from the criticisms of the home people, and per­ 
haps there Is no reason why they shou ld b e. When 
a man who has spent b is entire life among cer­ 
tain people is wearied away from them b y a short 
residence elsewhere. It seems 
that 
resentment 
springs, and few denials prob ab ly will come to the 
statem ent that a good many of th^ former offi­ 
cials who stay in Washington in preference to go­ 
ing home are not withou t freq u ent intimation» 
tha t the people b ack in the district regard them in 
some degree as deserters. 
Of cou rse there are ex ceptions to ev ery ru le 
and in the case ot senators and representativ es 
of long serv ice, who are poor and perhaps too 
old to renew the practise of the law, or to take u p 
again their mercantile b u siness where they dropped 
it to serv e their constitu ents, there is ex cu se for 
the acceptance of office in Washington in order 
tha t the way of old age may b e smoothed. 
Then again there are the cases oi men who 
hav e b een in Washington so long 
representing 
their states, or their districts, that Washington 
has b ecome their real home, and here they stay 
after a change of party administration has re­ 
mov ed them from representativ e office. 
Of the men who stay ed in Washington b ecau se 
the place was like home, there shou ld b e men­ 
tioned former Senator Stewart, “Silv er” Stew­ 
art of Nev ada, who died recently . 
was a no­ 
ted figu re on the Washington streets all throu gh 
his congressional career, and throu gh the few 
y ears of his retirement prior to his death. 
Stew ­ 
a r t ’s hair and b eard were as white as the snow 
on the top of the Nev ada mou ntains, b u t u ntil 
within a few- hou rs of his death he was apparent­ 
ly as strong as any tree that grows b elow 
the 
mou ntain timb er line. 
Freq u ently the former senators and represent­ 
ativ es who liv e in Washington appear u pon the 
floor of congress. 
T hey hav e the right there to 
appear b ecau se of their former serv ices. 
There 
is one marked and shining ex ception, howev er, to 
this ru le of occasional retu rn to 
the 
chamb er 
where the legislativ e serv ice was rendered. When 
* Senator Spooner of Wisconsin left congress in 
189 1, to b e gone six y ears, he declared that he 
d’ou ld nev er appear u pon the floor oi the senate 
while he was ou t of office, r.or wou ld b e go to the 
capitol u nless b is professional b u siness cu lled him 
to practise b efore the Su preme Cou rt. 
Spooner 
kept his word. He alway s had ob jected to the ru le 
which admitted former senators to the floor of the 
senate. 
He did not say so. b u t he thou ght that in 
some few cases the lob b y ing opportu nity might b e 
too strong to b e resisted b y some of the senators 
who were not ab ov e u sing t l e i r personal influ ­ 
ence writh their former colleagu es on b ehalf ol 
Borne specific legislation. 
In the spring of 19 07, John C. Spooner resigned 
from the United States senate. After the six y ears 
cf his ab sence from congress was ended he had 
te e n retu rned again to the u pper hou se, b u t in the 
spring three y ears ago he resigned tc enter the 
practise of law. 
since the day that Senator Spoon­ 
er lett for this su pposedly the last time, ne has 
not b een seen in the senate of the United States, 
nor has he b een seen in the corridors of the cap- 
Itol. 
He is in law practise in Mew York, i nd oc­ 
casionally he comes to Washington, b u t u nlike 
many other former representativ es he shu ns the 
actu al scene of his legislativ e activ ities 
Gen, Charles Grosv enor of Ob i o , who was in 
the b ou se of representativ es for y ears, and who 
was considered one of its most pictu resq u e char­ 
acters, a man liv ely and energetic in deb ate and 
tftl'peaUng personal q u alities, stay s in the Bu ck

It is 
impossib le to keep cool in either hou se of con­ 
gress when the heat of this climate strikes in. 
Du ring the fearfu l heat and hu midity all one 
night long, Senator La Follette spoke in an e n­ 
deav or to keep the cu rrency b ill from coming to 
a v ote. 
He held the fl<*>r for 1 8 l/fc hou rs practic­ 
ally wiia.ou t stopping. 
Senator La Follette is for­ 
tu nate in one respect. 
When he was a b oy , and a 
little later, he had a thorou gh training in elocu ­ 
tion. 
If his teacher tau gh him nothing else, he 
gav e him the secret of strengthening his v oice. 
At the end of 18V6 hou rs of strenu ou s effort, 
La Folletu : spoke as clearly as he did at the b e­ 
ginning. 
Perhaps this is not the ex act tru th, for 
as a m atter of fact, cu riou sly enou gh, the Wiscon­ 


sin senator's v oice seemed to b e actu ally in let 
ter condition du ring the closing hou r of his

Walking, then, in the open air is an ex ercise par 
ex cellence lor ev t ry b ody . 
It shakes u p the liv er ! 
ju st enou gh to keep it in good working order, it j 
enriches the b lood b y increasing its amou nt of | 
ox y gen, thu s fav oring the destru ction and elimina­ 
tion from the sy stem of poisonou s waste produ cts, 
particu larly b y the lu ngs, skin and kidney s, and 
finally b y stimu lating activ ity of nu trition in the 
mu scles it tends to prev ent the deposition of mor­ 
b id matters of a tu b ercu losis or cancerou s natu re.

stands the Walhalla, the German hall 
of fame, a magnificent marble temple 
erected by King Ludwig 1. 
From the stately portico lies a view 
unsurpassed in Germany for the dis­ 
tance it commands and the

charm of its landscape, 
in the back­ 
ground are dark slopes of the Bava­ 
rian forests, and below and around is 
a 8tretch of country so level it would 
seem as if a great plane had been run 
over it.

wig raised tablets— 61 of them. And 
he went still farther when he placed 
monumental scrolls to the memory of 
three great men whose names 
are 
known only by their achievements. 
One is the architect of the Cologne 
catherral. 
Altogether it is a 
royal 
company of fighters, thinkers, musi­ 
cians, painters, writers, preachers, ru­ 
lers, each one a king among men.

ROCKING STONE OF TANDIL 
“ MILE ROCK” LIGHT. 


One of the curiosities of nature to 
be seen in Argentina is the rocking 
stone of Tandil, 205 miles from Buenos 
Ayres, on the Southern railway. 
The 
stone measures 13 feet in height by 16 
in diameter and, apparently, is bal 
anced on the crest of a huge mass of 
solid rock. 
The phenomenon is ex­ 
plained by the fact of a circular pro­ 
trusion on the under side of the stone 
which, fitting snugly into a depres­ 
sion in the foundation, holds It in 
place. 
A strong wind causes it to 
oscillate perceptibly. 


One of the most conclusive proofs 
of the great strength and resistance 
endurance of structural steel and re­ 
enforced concrete, combined, is shown 
by the “ Mile Rock'’ light station. This 
little pharos stands as a beacon light 
sentinel at the southern entrance to 
San 
Francisco 
harbor—the 
Golden 
Gate. 
It has only been recently com­ 
pleted. 
Literally, the light station is 
firmly anchored on the ragged pin 
nacle of a rock which, at extreme high 
tide, was almost entirely covered with 
water. 
A broad rim, or shelf was 
slowly chiseled out around the rock, 
some distance below the sharp and 
Jagged 
points. 
A 
huge 
elllptlcally 
shaped cylinder of boiler steel five 
eighth of an inch in thickness, was 
built up from this shelf. This cylindei 
was 40 feet high and 40x25 feet in 
diameter. 
It was fitted so as to cover 
the ragged tops of the rock. 
All the 
space inclosed by the huge cylinder 
was filled with strongly 
re-enforced 
concrete. 
This material settled down 
all over and between the ragged points 
of the rocks, and, when the material 
was thoroughly set. the whole mass 
became as one solid stone, thus fur-

The solitary confinement portion of 
Charlton’s sentence would be served 
in a stone cell, under the level of the 
street, where no light may ever pene­ 
trate. 
The cell is 6 feet long. 6 feet 
high and 3 feet wide. 
Usually it is in­ 
fested with rats and 
vermin. 
Along 
the side of the cell is an 18-inch board 
six feet long. 
This must serve as a 
bed and chair. 
At the top of the door of the cell is 
a narrow hole, through which, how­ 
ever, no light can 
come. 
Through 
this hole food is passed twice a day. 
During the solitary confinement period 
'v_ _ 
this food consists of nothing but soup, 
bread and water. 
A pitcher of water is allowred in the 
room. 
There is no other furniture. As 
there is not enough light to read, the 
prisoner 
must 
simply sit, with 
his 
thoughts, day after day. 
He has no 
reckoning of time, 
He does not know 
night from day. 
He may think— that 
is all. 
One hour each day he will 
be 
al­ 
lowed to walk in the 
narrow 
court­ 
yard of the prison, not with the other 
prisoners, but in 
a 
narrow’ 
walled 
space reserved for his 
use. 
He will 
not even see his guards at this time, 
though they will watch him. 
He will 
never hear the 
sound of 
a 
human 
voice. 
He will receive no letters nor 
wrrite any. 
Bresci, the 
Paterson (N. J.) anar­ 
chist who killed King Humbert, could 
stand only three months of this 
soli­ 
tary Imprisonment. 
Then 
he 
stran­ 
gled himself with his bed quilt. 
Two 
other men who attempted the 
king's 
life are still alive, but both are hope­ 
less imbeciles, driven mad 
by 
the 
early solitary confinement. 
A great agitation is sweeping over 
Italy now for a 
modification of 
this 
form of confinement, but it has had 
little weight 
with 
the 
government, 
w hich abolished capital punishment at 
the demand of the people and substi­ 
tuted this form of punishment.
